ANALYSIS OF THE VOTE. 


• There are 325 voting members of the U. 
S, House of representatives, and all bat 
two either voted or were paired upon tbe 
Senate free coinage bill. Tae fall vote 
(counting the pairs) was 130 Democrats 
and 23 Republicans for free coinage, and 
147 Republicans a ad 23 Democrats against 
it. 


Of the 23 Democratic voles against us 


10 cams from New York, 4 from Pennsyl- 
vania, 2 from Maryland, 2 from Massachu- 
setts, 2 from New,Jersey, 1 from Connect- 
icut, 1 from West Virginia, aud 1 from 
South Carolina. 


Of the 23 republican votes cast for free 


coinage, Indiana gava us 1, Ohio 1, Arkan- 
sas 1, lli&scmri, 1 and Illinois 2, and the 
remaining 17 came from west of the Mis- 
souri river. Tbe entire Kansas delegation 
of seven voted for free coinage, as did two 
of tho three members from Nebraska. We 
received the votes of tbe two Democratic 
members from California, and all of the 
coast Bepublicaos eioept Wilson of Wash 
iugtoa, and Vandever and MoKenua of 
California. The treachery of thj last two 
is inexcusable. Vandever four years ago 
posed as an especial friend of tbe white 
metal, and defeated Jo Lynch, of the Los 
AngcUs Hernld, one of the ablest and 
truest silver men on the coast. There is LO 
way of reaching Vandever as (doubtless in 
anticipation of 'be home consequences of 
falling down to Wall street) he retired some 
time ago from the field as a candidate for 
re-election. With JVIoKsnna the case is 
differeat. 
He was not only pledged to the 


party platform, but instructed by the Be< 
publican State Central Committee of Call 
fornia to vote for free coinage. This he 
did uot do. He was not paired and he 
either voted a gain at free coinage or was one 
of the two members of tbe Hones who 
failed to vote. His coarse will doubtless 
defeat his re-nomination by the Republi- 
can party—if not be ought to be snowed 
under'at the polls. 


Tbe ten States west of the Missouri 


river are more solidly Republican than are 
the BIX New England States, for the former 
have twenty-two Republican and two Dem- 
o iratio representatives, while • the latter 
huve t<veDty-three Kapublican and three 
Democratic representatives. On the ques 
lion of free coiuage, the former cast twenty- 
one votes for that measure, and three 
against it, while the twenty-three Republi- 
can and three Democratic votes of New 
England, were solid against it. 


Tha hixtoen Sonthern States have one 


hundred and two Democratic and nineteen 
Republican Congressmen. 0! these, one 
Republican (Featherstoue. of Arkansas,) 
voted for free coinage, and eighteen Kep.ib. 
licani voted against it, while the Demo- 
crats (Busk and Stamps, of Maryland, and 


t> 
Alderson, of West Virginia,) voted against 
it, and ninety-nine Democrats voted for it 
Hale, of Maiue, announced himself in the 
Senate in fiwor of free coinage and then 
voted against it. Blair, of New Hamp 
shire, spoke in toe Senate in favor of free 
coinige, aud voted for it once, but on the 
final vote was recorded against it. 
Lend, 


of Minnesota, did the same thing in ths 
House; go did one of tbe Illino's members, 
and one of tbe Iowa members, 


It is obvious from these statistics that 


the goldit s of the East of both poitiea 
exerted all of their power lo curb the rank 
and file end prevent a free conxge stam- 
pede, and they were measurably successful 
until they crossed the Missouri river. 
But 


when they reached tliat portion o£ the 
wild and wooly West, which is "all wool 
soda yard wide," they failed to exercise 
*anv control. When snch Republican vet- 
erans as John J. lagalls, Henry M. Teller, 
Lelancl Stanford, John. P. Jones and Wil- 
lum DC. Stewart defied the Administration, 
and such breezy boys as Wolcolt, of Colo- 
rado, Plumb, of Kansas, and the new 
Senators from Montana and South Dakoti 
followed tlieir lead, tbe lash was not long 
enough to "go around." 


In the Democratic party all the pleading 


and pressure of the Soath aad West was 
unable t? bring the Eastern Democracy up 
to the fre« coinage rack, and with Clove- 
land in their eye, and Wall-street at their 
backs, tbe New York, New England, Peon- 
sjlvama and Marjlanl Democrats stood 
firm by mono-metallism. In brief, there 
seems to have been an unpremeditated and 
irresistable 
affiliation 
of 
the 
cotton, 


wheU and silrer iuterests of tbe country 
in insurrection against tue money centres 


The outcome of this combination re- 


mains to b'a saem. Whatever compromise 
measure i* adopted free ao nage must in tbe 
end prevail. The question is greater than 
the politicians of either party and those 
who got in tbe way of it will bo over- 
whelmed. 


The Republican State Convention in 


Pennsylvania adopted a free coinngs reso- 
lution. This was a clirpct endorsement of 
Don Cameron's acuou in the Senate and a 
rebuke to tbe Republican members of tho 
Hou.,e who voted with the golditea. There 'a 
no use in ttlkiug 
The lenien is working, 


and in lesj thta two years, free and un- 
limited coinage of Mirer will be the cry of 
both of the great National political partita 
in every State IQ the 0uion. 


It is now in order for the Democratic 


press to explain why those members of 
their party in the House who voted with 
the free coinage men upon all of the pre- 
liminary motions, flew the track when it 
came to tbe vital question of keeping tbe 
bill ont of the hands of the Committee on 
Coinage. If the thirteen bolting Demo- 
crats had stood firm, the bill would have 
>een considered without such reference 
and would have passed the House. The 
JOURNAL yields tbe floor to the gentlemen 
of the Democratic press for the purpose of 
explanation.

THE NATIONAL ELECTION BILL 


DISCUSSED IN THE 


HOUSE. 


Stage Robbers Arrested—World's Fair 


Commissioners—Eailroad Strikes 


—Iron Holder Shot. 


An IronilMoMer] Fatally Shot.

SAN FBASOISOO, June 26.—Edward Coo- 


gan, a molderj' apprentice, employed in 
the Vulcan Iron Works, was shot and in- 
stantly killed this morning by James W. 
Kerr, of the firm of Steiger & Kerr, pro- 
prietors of the Occidental Foundry. 
The 


shooting was tbe outgrowth of an assault 
on C, F. Clanssen, a non-union molder. 
Olauasen and Eerr were assaulted by a 
crowd cf strikers on tbe street, and being 
worsted. Kerf drew a revolver and fired. 
The bullet struck young Coogan and he 
died on tha way to the hospital. 
§|The exact circumstances of the tragedy 
are not known, as Eerr, who surrendered 
himself into custody, and was given quar- 
ters in tbe hospital department of tbe City 
Prison, bas BO far refused to talk, by the 
advice of bis counsel. 
Claussen was em> 


ployed until last Saturday in tbe Union 
Iron Works. Steiger and Kerr being short 
handed applied to the Holders' Association 
for men and among those transferred to 
their foundry was Clanssen. He bad pre 
viouBly been urged to join the strikers. 


Clausaen made the following statemenl 


through bis attorney. 
"I had been threat- 


ened yesterday by the strikers and Mr. 
Eerr saw we safely borne last night. 
He called for me this morning and at the 
corner of First and Mission streets, just M 
we were congratulating ourselves on avoid- 
ing trouble, we were seized from behinc 
and choked. 
I was beaten and kicked 


without mercy. I had a revolver but il 
was taken front me. Mr. Eerr ran towarc 
bis foundry and I followed with a mob at 
our heels. Mr. Eerr found bis office door 
locked and called for help. Tbe mob 
crowded around us and then I heard a shot.' 
Mr. Eerr flays he and Claweon were sud- 
denly attacked by 12 or 15 strikers. They 
seized him by the throat and strnok bim 
several blows. He then fired! hia pistol in 
tending to frighten Coogan, not to kill him. 
Googan, Mr. Kerr says, was one of tbe at- 
tacking party and was about 25 feet away 
when shot. "I think that the attack was 
premeditated and that it was ibeir intention 
to kill one or both of us." 


The Str'ceter Tnceit Cue. 


In answer to the statement of tbe Appeal 


hut "facts have eome to light which tend 
o prove tbe innocence" ol convict Strseter 
now serving a ten years'sentence in tbe 
State Prison for incest, the Elko Jndepend-, 
mtsays:

"Tbe word of a man wbo would debauch 


bis own daughter is entitled to but little 
credence; hence what 'ha' say* will carry 
ittle weight with thepeopl* of Elko county. 
As to his feeling that be was innocent, it 
would, perhaps, be nearer tbe (ruth, to say 
that as be ha,l run bis daughter, tbe 
mother of tho child, out of the couulry as 
soon as she wan able to travel, atter the 
jirtb of ber child, ha felt that uo evidence 
could be produced to convict bim; and the 
fact tbat he wai so anxious to be released 
on bail as soon as be learned tbat tbe 
Sheriff had brought the daughter from Iowa 
;o testify against him, could scarcely be 
considered evidence of bis innocence. 


''He was so certain of his ability to 


prove bis innoceuce that be refused to re 
tain a lawyer,' continues tbe Appeal, Now 
thin seems a little severe on J. W. Dorsey, 
wbo BO vigorously defended tha old man 
from the time be was arrested until sen- 
tence was pronounced against bim, and 
wbo is considered one of tbe best Uwyera 
in the State, neither IB it complimentary to 
J. L. Wines, wbo received a fat lee to aid 
in tbe defense; as the Appeal seems to in 
fer that neither of these gentlemen are law- 
yers. 


"As to the statement that 'facts have 


come to light, which tend to prove bis in 
nocence,' we are at a loss to know who are 
in possession of any such facts, or how 
they have come to ligbt; and we are of the 
opinion tbat a petition for Streetar's par- 
don would meet with but little favor in 
Elko county."

Brewer, in a communication to the Elko 
free' Press stated that the house which she 
occupied was haunted, that at times the 
jhost stalked across the kitchen floor, ham- 
mered on the door and tapped on the head- 
hoard of the bed, but' in the cellar he held 
high revels and cut ..the. highest capers. 
1'ba nightly..repetition of these noises led 
Brewer to investigate and on'Jannary 29th 
the mutilated remains were found in the 
oellar,

the noises referred to by Mrs. Brewer,
